Andy does cut an interesting figure with his thick shock of longish 
hair. bushy beard, black outfits and 20-year-old black bus — formerly 
“Petoskey school bus 21 — which he drives to his gigs at weddings, car 
shows, festivals, motorcycle rallies, beauty pageants, and night clubs. 

Then there’s his musical production business, On the Run, which 
includes the recording studio as well as a music school where he teaches 
bass. drums, guitar and audio engineering. Many of his students are at-risk 
children sent to him through the Antrim County Juvenile Court. And this 
work is what has ted him to create the studio at the teen center in 
Charlevoix. 

“Ltry to get them focused on music.” Andy’said of his students. His 
hope is that by teaching them a broad spectrum of the business, they end 
up buying guitars and guitar strings instead of drugs or alcohol. 

What the kids mostly do. ts learn to play music. But they also build 
speaker cabinets, work as stage technicians, and assist with studio and bus 
maintenance.

Kempton said of her water 
aerobicizers. And it’s her favorite 
class to teach toa. Students talk and 
joke. After class some will head out 
for a cup of coffee. They discuss 
problems or successes. or whatever 
the topic of the day is. A handful of 
them have been taking the class 
since it started nearly seven years 
ago. 

Their average age is in the 
mid-S0's. although she has had 16- 
year-olds all the way to 90-year- 
olds plunge in. “People think of it 
as being a geriatric class, but it’s 
not.” 

“When they don't come fora 
week. or [ take a weck off, they're 
like ‘oh my gosh, I can never quit 
this, I can't stand the way I feel" 
Kempton said. “It’s just feeling

Some of Kempton’s students.

He spent 
two months in the school, and said 
he never felt better in his life. 
Kempton said. 

Kempton said she’s hardly 
been sick since she’s begun 
exercising and her mental attitude 
has improved. “I think it’s the 
answer to a lot of things,” she said. 

Edwards agrees. ‘‘When J don’t 
move, I feel so awful.” She said 
you don't experience that feeling 
right away when you first start 
exercising — it kicks in after about 
six months. “Now if I don’t have an 
aerobics class for a week, | hate it.” 

After a woman approached 
Kempton about just wanting to 
breath beter — not to lose weight 
— Kempton led a walking class at 
the East Jordan High School track. 
“She lost 90 pounds,” Kempton 
said. “It took her a year.” Now

bands and singers -—~ many not so famous — are taped to the curve 
between wall and bus ceiling. “I consider automotive and electrical 
wiring very much a part of my job.” 

“Those kids really help me out.” Andy said. But they don’t do 
anything he doesn’t do — and Andy's done plenty. 

He spent 12 years in the military — 10 of them commanding M-1| 
Abrahms battle tanks along the East-West Germany border. He played 
gigs the whole time he was there. He toured three months with the 
military production of Joseph and the Amazing Technicolor Dreamcoat. 
He toured another three months in a rock band and attended as many 
other concerts as he could. His last two years in the service were spent 
working in a $40 million recording studio. 

“TE decided after the Gulf War to get out and do it for a living.” 


Andy said. 


His work takes him away from home nearly every weekend in the 
summer, traveling northwest Michigan from Mackinaw to Traverse 
City. “That roadwork is really heavy. A lot of gigs I do by myself for 
economical purposes. But I’m used to it. It’s a fun job. But a job it is,” 


Andy said. 


“IT complain a lot about gaing on the road, but [ love it,” he added. 

The local jobs are what he likes most — Boyne City’s harvest 
festival and car shows and so forth. 

He is also a house technician at Jordan Valley Express tn East 
Jordan where he does everything from unloading busses and setting up 
buffets to aiming lights and running sound for bands like Cinderella. 
RATT. REO Speedwagon. Rick Derringer, Rare Earth, Mitch Ryder 
and so on. “All the glam and glitz that goes on — you really don’t have 
much time to pay attention. But you'd be surprised who you sit down 


and have lunch with,” Andy satd

Edwards’ Boyne City step 
class includes half an hour of 
acrobics. She also does a half hour 
of weights. “because it’s so 
important to preventing bone-loss.” 
she said. It keeps the calcium built 
up, it’s good for the posture and for 
the quality of life. 

Edwards emphasizes being 
safe and said the step-class can be 
low or high impact. “I just try to 
make it so everybody can do it.” 

“It's so important to get that 
exercise in,” Edwards said. “Just 
walk for half an hour. You don’t 
necd a destination.” 

Kempton encourages her 
students to walk, bike. snowshoe 
and cross-country ski to keep their 


- cardiovascular system fit. 


Before Edwards became 
certified, she actually took 


Kempton’s class. “She kind of 
encouraged me and was a mentor,” 
Edward’s said. Now they call each 
other with routines or sub for each 
other. 

_ Surprisingly. Kempton said she 
used to be so shy, she couldn't look 
anyone in the eye. “I love sharing 
this with others.” Now she tells her 
students to quit looking at the re- 
touched photos of models in 
magazines. 

With regular exercise your 
body acceptance goes up. Kempton 
said. “You feel good about how you 
look and it’s the best you can be.” 

Kempton’s water aerobics, 
muscle madness and step aerobics 
classes are held in East Jordan at 
various mes throughout the week.

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CoaCcH PAUL PFAHLER AND THE 1968 Boyne City 
RAMBLERS REUNITE TO CELEBRATE THEIR UNDEFEATED SEASON 


hirty years have passed, but the love and 
respect Coach Paul Pfahler has for his 1968 
undefeated Boyne City football team remains 
strong. 

“That was probably one. of the most talented ball clubs 
Lever had.” said Pfahler. Who in his 22-year career coached 
five undefeated teams. 

“Noconly were they goad athletes, they were good 
academically” he said. “They were just a super group of 
young men.” 

That group, now middle-aged men, will gather Friday 
at Boyne City’s Earl Brotherston field to celebrate their 
perfect 1968 season, 

And joining them will be their coach, Paul Pfahler. He 
and his wife Dorothy are planning a three-day visit to 
Boyne City tor the reunion. 

They now live near Lakeland, Fla. Paul, who said his 
health is very good, “still golfs every day. I'm sull very 
active. That’s not bad for an old guy.” 

The team will be honored at the Boyne City- 
Charlevoix game and a reception will be held after the 
game in the high school cafeteria. Everyone is invited to 
attend. 

Frank Shaler has organized the reunion. He expects 
most of the members of the team to attend. 

Following is a recap of Pfahler’s career and the 
glorious 1968 season. It is reprinted from “The History of 
Boyne City Football & Track,” a book published in 1996 
by the Boyne City School Boosters and the Foundation for 
Educational Excellence. It was researched by former Boyne 
City teacher Robert Morgridge and his 1996 U.S. History 
classes. 


FANS, PLAYERS, STUDENTS, community mem- 
bers, and especially opponents came to respect Paul Pfahler 
in his 22 years as Boyne City’s head football coach. Carl 
Charon, Boyne City’s all-state running back in the 1950's 
remembers him as “a fair and genuine person, coach, and 
teacher who had respect for everyone no matter who it 
was.” Many have remarked that sportsmanship and fair 
play were his trademarks through the ups and downs of 
nearly 175 games as the Ramblers’ coach. Doug Grubbe, a 
record setting back on the ‘61 championship team calls him 
“by far the most important influence in my life. He was the 
most Strict but fairest person I have ever been associated 
with.” 

Coach Pfahler grew up in Mansfield, Ohio, where he 
was born on Feb, 16, 1926 to Rita O’Brien and John Lloyd 
Pfahler. Growing up with two brothers, John. and Jim, and 
two sisters, JoAnn and Maxine, Paul Pfahler enjoyed 
hunting, fishing, and other sports while being raised in the 
northern Ohio town. He attended Mansfield Senior High 
School where he excelled on the football field and baseball 
diamond. i 

After graduating from high school, Coach Pfahler 


served with the United States Marine Corps, spending time 
in the south Pacific during World War U1. On June 12, 
1948, he was married to his wife. Dorothy. Shortly after. 
he entered Bowling Green University in Ohio. where he 
played on the football team as a halfback. In 1952, Coach 
Pfahler graduated trom college with a Bachelor of Science 
degree in education, with a major in physical education and 
aminor in history and science. Straight out of college. he 
began his teaching and coaching careers at Elkton, located 
in Michigan's thumb area. 

After three successful years of coaching at Elkton, 
including a 23-1 record as the head football coach. the 
northern Michigan wilderness lured the Pfahlers to Boyne 
City. Pfahler not only coached football, but also spent 
various years as the golf, track, baseball, ski team, and 
basketball coach. His favorite thing about coaching was 
“seeing young men gain the skills of the sport and the 
responsibility of being a team member.” 

Over the years, Pfahler taught history, biology, 
physical education, natural sciences, geography. and even 
drivers education. He said his favorite thing about teaching 
was. “working with young people: seeing their excitement 
when they grasped the subject.” Both Coach Pfahler and 
his wife Dorothy ended 27 years of teaching at Boyne City 
Schools in 1982. Both were respected throughout the 
school district and known for their caring attitude toward 
their students. 

Coach Pfahler was clected to the Michigan High 
School Football Coaches Hall of Fame in 1985. Through- 
out his coaching years he served on the National High 
School Football Rules Committce, as well as many other 
coaching committees. 5 

The Pfahlers have spent a well deserved retirement in 
Yellowstone National Park and Florida, among other 
places. Mr. Pfahler worked as a seasonal park ranger in the 
back country offices of Yellowstone for many years, 
including 1988. the year of the Yellowstone fires. The 
Pfahlers currently reside on the third fairway of the Adult 
Golf and Country Club Community, located 10 miles north 
of Lakeland, Fla. 

When Coach Pfahler replaced Tom Weede and moved 
to Boyne City to become the head football coach in 1955, 
he wasted no time in establishing a northern Michigan 
football program that would be feared by opponents for the 
years tocome. Pfahler won 21 of the first 22 games that he 
coached at Boyne, including an [8 game winning streak 
that lasted two and a half years. An amazing 14 of those 21 
victories came by way of shutout, and no more than 13 
points were cver given up in that span. Pfahler's teams 
outscored their opponents 742-50 in his first 21 wins. 

Overall, Pfahler would lead his Rambler teams to 100 
victories, most of them coming in his first 14 years, when 
he compiled an impressive record of 80-26-1 through the 
undefeated "68 season. Besides 1968, other unbeaten 
seasons were in 1956, 1957, and 1961 when Rambler 


football teams were voted State Champions (by at least one 
media source), Certainly it can be said that the Paul Pfahler 
years were some af the most successful and memorable 
years in the history of Boyne City Football. 


sats THE FOURTH AND FINAL undefeated season of 
Coach Paul Pfahler came in 1968. when his Ramblers 
finished 8-0. Running a double-winged offensive set to 
take advantage of their team speed, the Ramblers compiled 
299 points while giving up 88. The “6% offense proved to 
be one of the tops in the north, averaging over 37 points per 
game. The offense usually senta man in motion and was 
designed to run off-tackle and outside. Quarterback Brad 
Price joined Holzschu and Braun in the backfield. 
Holzschu praises Price, saying he did not get enough credit 
for his play at quarterback, noting that he handled all of the 
plays and made limited mistakes. Holzschu also credits 
Dave Bricker with excellent blocking from his back 
position. Bricker, upon graduating from college returned to 
Boyne and has been a long time assistant coach in the 
Rambler football program. He began his coaching career 
under his own coach. Paul Ptahler, and has currently served 
more 20 years through the different coaching eras of 
Rambler football. 

Besides the lead blocking of Bricker, the °68 backs ran 
behind great linemen who included Ken Nelson, Craig and 
Bill Korthase, Mike Mueller, Carl Lockman, Jeff Belford, 
Bob Anzell. Tom Roberts, and Dan Leamon. Holzschu, 
who was 5°9" and had excellent speed (he could run 100 
yards in just over 10 seconds and was conference track 
champ twice in the 100), believes the success of his team 
was 4 result of: “First, playing in Coach Pfahler’s systen’ 
and, as a team, everyone fit in well and contributed,” 

He also noted the overall team speed and the very few 
mental errors that were made. He believes it was a great 
accomplishment that all of his teammates interacted, got 
along, and played so well together. Holzschu ended up 
leading the conference in scoring with 17 touchdowns, and 
was a first team All-State Class C selection by the Detroit 
Free Press. 

The “68 Ramblers opened up their season with a 28-0 
shutout over Charlevoix. Playing their first year in the 
Michigan Huron Shores Conference, Boyne defeated such 
conference teams as Traverse City St. Francis (33-12), 
Gaylord (35-12), Rogers City (39-7), and Cheboygan (39- 
13). The Ramblers later won an emotional 26-19 victory 
over the #1 tcam in the state, the St. Ignace Saints. Boyne 
clinched the conference title outright one week later with a 
46-12 defeat of Alpena Catholic Central. 

Pfahler remembers his four undefeated teams as having 
“young men willing to sacrifice, accept responsibility, and 
had a burning desire to win.” Pfahler said, “I really enjoyed 
coaching, especially in Boyne City. And I’m not talking - 
about just the real big winning ycars, I’m talking about all 
of the years.”
